THE TWO NORTH POLES 


The North role and the north mag 
netic pole are about 
one 
thousand 
miles 
apart. 
Consequently, the 
mag 
netic needle does not point due north 
at many points on the earth's surf- - 


at s. 
At London, 
for instance, it points 
out at an angle of 16 degrees west o 
the true north. 
The north magnetic 
pole 
was 
dis- 
covered by Sir J. fl. Ross ia latitude 
70 degrees 
5 minutes north and longi- 
tude 90 degrees 40 minutes west just 
within the Arctic 
Circle. 
The real north 
pole as we 
know, 
the upper end of the earth's axis, was 
discovered by Peary. 
Although! 
the earth Is a magnet, it 
is not a very strong one. If it 
were. 


composed 
of iron alone, 
it. would have 
a magnetic force 17.000 tiniea as great 
as It actually has. 
It is powerful 
enough, 
however, to 


give a strong directive action to the 
magnetic needle. 
Now 
since it is the magnetic pole 
that attracts the needle of the 
com- 


pass, and due nort.h is th 
upper end 
of the earth's axis one thousand miles 
away, 
it is easy to account for the 
deviations of the compass. 
It would 
be very 
disastrous 
for a 
ship to attempt to steer directly by the 
magnetic 
compass 
without 
making 
corrections for these variations. 
If a ship were steaming at 16 knots 
per hour and 
an error 
of three 
de- 
grees were made in reading the com- 


pass, the ship would move one mile off 
her course every hour.
